With respect to your 2 emails on your upcoming briefing to Region 6 management on reinvestment in Core TSCA
enforcement, | wanted to share what we did for Region 3 recently in terms of Core TSCA targeting support. We also
shared some resource documents.

Take a look at the TRI-CDR overlay we started on...it's a work in progress.

A few things for your consideration in preparation for your meeting.

We're happy to support the Region with similar targeting and capacity-building support as we’ve done with
other Regions (3 and 9 most recently) who are reinvesting in Core TSCA enforcement.
In anticipation of conducting our own HQ-lead inspection program, we've identified several viable targets in
Region 6. Some of those are manufacturers/users of PFAS chemicals. This is becoming a priority area of work for
the Administration (see attached memo) and recently released fact sheet:

In 2016, TSCA was amended by the Frank R Lautenberg Chenucal Safety for the 21st Century Act. The
amendments grve EPA sipmificant new as well as continuing responsibilities for reviewng chenucals in
or entering conumerce to prevent nnreasonable nisks o human bealih and the enaviromment, meluding
unregsonable risks to potentially exposad or susceptible subpopulations. Proper maplementation, as
Congress mitended, of the TSCA amendments 15 one of EPA’s top priorities.

The Agency uses & vartety of tools and approaches to assess, prevent, and reduce chemical releases and
exposures, and empowers stakeholders by ensunnp access to chenucal data and other information and
expertise. EPA anmually publishes the Toxies Release Inventory (TRI), a public database that contains
release and other waste management mformation {e.g., recyching) and pollution prevention data on over
658 toxic chenurals from approxunately 20 000 mdustrial and federal facilities.
